Ten men, including) 
seven private detectives and Mayor ' 
Testerman of Matewan, were killed 
in the Matewan fight, which served 
to make the strugg!e between the 
miners’ union and coal operators in 
West Virginia one of nation-wide in-. 
terest. 

The jury received the case shortly 
afier 56 p. m. Saturday after a trial, 
which lasted 46 days. Judge Bailey | 
et § p. m., when told there was no 
chance of a verdict Saturday night, | 
adjourned court to 8 a, m. today, 
and when court convened the jury 
resumed its deliberations. 

Men Face Other Charges. 

The defendants were formally dis-. 
charged by Judge Bailey, but were’! 
remanded to jail pending bond ar-, 
rangements en six other indictments. 
charging the men with having been 
implicated in the death of six other 
private detectives killed with Felts.

Upon leaving their hotel Albert. 
Felts and his men stopped in front! 
of a hardware store. The leader and 
Mayor C. C. Testerman engaged in a 
conversation and while they stood 
sose to each other talking a shot 
was fired. In an instant rifles and 
Pistols were fired from all directions 
and befare the shooting ended Felts, 
/lesterman, six other members of the 
Baldwin-Felts party and two other 
residents fell mortally wounded in 
the main street of the village.

she owned the liquor. 

In making the ruling after hearing 
testimony the Judge said that so far 
as the Federal Court was concerned 
policemen who entered homes and 
seized liquor without search war- 
rants would be wasting their time, as 
the Federal Court would not prose- 
cute cases based on evidence ob- 
tained in that way. 

Melsheimer testified that police- 
men of the clean-up squad went to 
his home on the strength of an 
anonymous letter and that he told 
them liquor stored in the attic there 
was his, but his wife spoke up and 
advised him to tell the truth—that 
the liquor belonged to Mrs. Hopkins. 
Despite this, he said, the policemen 
confiscated the liquor and turned the 
case over to the Federal authorities. 

Tells of Purchasing Liquor. 

Mrs. Hopkins testified that she 
bought 260 gallons of liquor before 
June, 1919, and in December, 19139, 
while an injunction of Judge aris 
against interference with the sale of 
beer and wine was in force. She sald 
she rented a living room and an at- 
tic at the Melsheimer home and had 
two other homes, one in St, Louis 
County and the other at 
Easton avenue. She kept liquor at 
two of these homes, she said. She 
testified that she had never sold any 
of it. but said she had given some 
of it away. 

Assistant District Attorney Ely ar- 
gued that the testimony showed she 
did not have the seized liquor in her 
bona fide home, and he asserted that 
the renting of a room at the Mels- 
heimer residence Was a subterfuge. 

“That question doesn't matter,’ 
said Judge Faris. “Even if she did 
not live there, this case would. be 
clearly within the Street decision.” 

The Street case was one in which 
the United States Supreme Court 
ruled that an individual could legally 
have liquor kept in a rented storage 


-place other than his home. 


“No Right to Seize Liquor.” 

“The police officers have frankly 
admitted they entered this home 
without warrants and without having 
seen a crime committed 
Judge Faris added. “They had no 
right to seize the liquor. 

“It would make no difference if 
they were Federal or State officers. 
I am not concerned with what is 
permitted under the State laws by 
State officers. But in the Federal] 
‘ijrisdiction we are not permitted to 
use evidence obtained in this illegal 
manner for the purpose of prosecu- 
tion.
